MURDER OF AGED BARONESS -HERRY. 


Robbery. Evidently the Motive of a 
Terrible Crime in a Suburb ° 
of Brussels.

Brussels, April 27.—{Copyrighted, 1896; by 
the New York Journal.}—A terrible tragedy 
has taken place in the fashionable suburb 
of Ixelles, near here. 

The Baroness Herry, aged 80, was dis- 

covered assassinated early in the morning 
yesterday at No. 56 Rue de l’Arbre. Benit. 
The. victim lodged alone with her son, and 
two servants slept in an adjoining building. 
The son returned about midnight and re- 
tired to rest, there being apparently nothing 
unusual. 
In the morning, however, one of the serv- 
ants, uneasy at not seeing her mistress, who, 
despite her age, usually rose early, went to 
the sleeping apartments. ‘There lay the old 
Baroness’ dead on her bed, her face showing 
that a fearful blow had been dealt her near 
the right eye during her sleep and killing 
ther on the spot. 

Robbery was clearly the motive of the 
crime, since the cupboard in the room was 
broken open.

Here are my reasons, and on this state- 
ment I pledge my honor: 

“When Feigenbaum was in tbe Tombs 
awaiting trial I saw him severaltimes. The 
evideftee in his case seemed. so clear that I 
east about for a theory of insanity. Certain 
actions denoted a decided mental weakness 
somewhere. When I asked him point blank: 

Did you kill Mrs. Hoffman?’ he made 
this reply: 

IT have for years suffered from a singular 
disease, which induces an all absorbing 
passion. This passion manifests itself in 
a desire to kill and mutilate the woman who 
falls in my way. At such times Iam unable 
to. control myself.’ 

In pondering over this statement of Fei- 
genbaum’s I began to wonder whether the 
sensations he described migfit not form an 
xvlanation of other cases. I already knew 
that he had been working for many years 
as fifeman on the Atlantic liners, sometimes 
on the Bremen, sometimes on the White 
Star, and at others, on the French and Inman 
lines. He ceased to follow the sea about six 
years ago. 

Admits Being in London. 

„On my next visit to the Tombs I asked 
him whether he had not been in London at 
various times during the whole period cov- 
ered by the Whitechapel murders.

„asked him whether he could not ex- 
plain some of those cases on the theory 


{ which he had suggested to me, and he simp- 


ly looked at me in reply.” 

In support of the remarkable theory set 
up by Mr. Lawton there are these facts: 

The throat of Mrs. Hoffman had been 
gashed across again and again. Feigen- 
baum stood over her, with the bedclothes 
pulled down and the kife upraised, so as to 
begin mutilation of the body, when young 
Hoffman awoke and saw him. Inevery case 
of murder in Whitechapel the throat of the 
victim had heen cut with a long sharp 
knife which might have been of the kind 
carried by Feigenbaum. In every case the 
body was horribly mutilated. 

Feigenbaum admits that he was frequent- 
ly in London at different periods during the 
time covered by the murders, which ex- 
tended from 1887 until the summer of 1891. 
His description, as he was seen today, fully 
answers that of the-man seen with two 
of these unfortunates, Mary Jane Kelly and 
Elizabeth Stride. 

Only on those occasions was the White- 
chapel murderer ever seen.

Madden for Temporary Chairman. 
Martin B. Madden of Cook County will be 
the Temporary Chairman of the conver-’ 
tion.

His name will be present- 
ed to the Committee on Permanent Organi- 
gation and doubtless will be indorsed by a 
majority of that body. Mr, Berry is one of 
the leading Republicans of the State. He 
is now serving his second term in the Sen- 
ate and is thoroughly equipped with a 
knowledge of parliamentary law so neces- 
sary for the task before him. He will be 
supported by at least six of the members 
of the committee from Cook, and it is ex- 
peeted he will get enough from outside that 
territory to carry him through. It is under- 
stood he will be opposed by somebody yet 
to be chosen by the friends of the McKinley 
people. The prediction is made, however, 
that the nomination of Mr. Berry by a ma- 
jority Of the committee will be ratified by. 
a decided majority of the convention. 


Two Kinds of McKinley Men. 

The so-called instructed delegations for 
McKinley are of two varieties. First, those

There was but little blood on the ground 
where the body lay, but the robe in the bug- 
gy was bloody.

Thomas Campbell, ex-County asurer,

Kuschmann's death. 

The interest of the day was centered in 
the evidence given by Mrs. Bastian, 
which is the first public statement given out 
by her. Her appearance is rather prepos- 
sessing, and she answered the questions pro- 
pounded by State’s-Attorney Searle in a 
low, well-modulated voice, somewhat hesi- 
tatingly, though with apparent sincerity. 

Mre. Eva Bastian’s Testimony. 

She said she had been married to Bastian 
abot five and a half years and has two chil- 
dren, the eldest 4 ‘years of age and the 
youngest abbut 1 month. She remembered 
Kuschmann, Lauderback, and Kreinze, who 
had worked for her husband, and knew of 


their disappearance, but supposed it was 


all right, as her husband had told her they 
had gone away and he had taken their 
trunks away. 

On each occasion she was spending the day 
at her father’s, though by no especial ar- 
rangement with her husband that she was 
aware of. She was in delicate health at 
the time of Kuschmann’s murder. Carrie 
Bastian was keeping house for her. She 
saw her husband that evening at supper, 
but noticed nothing particular in his appear- 
ance or demeanor. e said Fred had gone 
home and hoped he would get there safely. 
After supper he said he heard the horse 
come back and went out and did not return 
until 8 o’clock, when he went away again 
immediately, ahd did not come back ‘again 
until 3 or 4 in the morning. 

Carrie Bastian had followed her brother 
out when he went to look to the horse, but 
which Mrs. Bastian failed to hear. Carrie 
remained some time before coming in. Her 
husband, she said, never talked to her about 
Kuschmann’s disappearance and she had 
no supicions whatever. 


She Never Saspected Him. 

Her confidence in him was never shaken 
until the night before his suicide, when she 
first learned that he had forged his father’s 
name. 

Mrs. Bastian’s éxamination was a disap- 
pointment. People deem it remarkable that 
a woman could live for five years on a 
farm where as many men were slaughtered, 
buried under piles of logs, cut up to feed 
the hogs, or cremated, without a suspicion 
that anything was wrong. And yet the fine, 
sensitive face, the modest demeanor, and 
the quiet air of repressed grief do not com- 
port with the general idea of one who has 
guilty knowledge of such wholesale butch- 
eries. 

Tomorrow Carrie Bastian will be placed 
upon the rack and public expectancy is at 
fever-heat in anticipation of some sensa- 
tional evidence, which will be wrung from 
her if it is possible to do it. 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT TIPTON, MICH. 


Henry Luce Shoots Eugene Camburn, 
Then Kills Himself. 

Tipton, Mich., April 27.—(Special.}—Honry 
Luce, a young farmer of 18, shot Eugene 
Camburn, aged 40, at the latter’s home in 
this city last night. The ball entered the 
right lung. Luce then put a ball through 
his right temple. 

The double tragedy is the outcome of an in- 
sane love cherished by Luce for Miss Eva 
Camburn, the adopted daughter of the mur- 
dered man. For a year Luce had been very 
devoted to Miss Camburn, who is also 18, 
and they were engaged to be married. 

The young woman's father disapproved of 
the marriage on account of their youth, but 
the young man was persistent, and his jeal- 
ousy increased when the girl tried to break 
the engagement. A month ago the young 
man procured a revolver, and at times 
threatened to commit suicide if Miss Cam- 
burn persisted in her course. She succeeded 
in getting the weapon, which she returned 
about two weeks ago. Mr. Camburn, who 
was a Congregational deacon, went to church 
Sunday evening, leaving his daughter with 
a young woman friend, the mother being 
away. Before service closed he returned 
home, hearing that Luce had forcibly at- 
tempted to enter the house. As he entered 
the yard and was on the point of remon- 
strating with Luce the latter fired twice, one 
shot passing into his victim's lung, the other 
missing. He then shot himself through the 
temple, dying an hour later. 

Mr. Camburn is alive, but two attending 
doctors give no hope. There were found in 
the boy’s clothes a picture of Miss Cam- 
burn, a lock of hair, three cartridges, and 
a package of strychnine.

Three More Victims Will Be Borne to 
the Grave Today.

Hard Substance Turns to Liquid, Then 
to Something Like Ashes. 

St. Paul, Minn, April 27.—{Special.}—J. D. 
Fuller of Rochester, Minn., possesses a glass 
tumbler filled with a substance which strong- 
1 wood ashes, though darker in 
color. 

When found first it was an aerolite, hard 
as a stone.

with it now. Charles Dickens was the first 
editor, and. while he remained in charge 
his one idea was to make the News the first 
really Liberal daily newspaper of England. 
He was succceded by John Forster, his bi- 
ographer. Among the earlier contributors 
were Douglas Jerrold, Harriet Martineau, 
and William J. Fox. But as a newspaper 
the News of 1846 cannot be compared with 
that of 1886. The latter gives infinitely 
the most news and gives it at a fifth of the 
price. ;

“The men who have put their money into 
the elevated roads have realized nothing qn 
the investment up to the present time, and 
will not do so for some time to come. What 
the people of Chicago want is additional fa- 
cilities and comforts, with good service, 
and not a charge against the already over- 
burdened elevated roads in the way of ad- 
ditional license fees on the gross receipts. 
This is a mere bagatelle compared with the 
necessity for better transportation. Any 
move in that direction has to be made up by 
curtailing the facilities given to the public. 

Effect of Compensation Clause. 

It the Council should enact an additional 
compensation clause we shall save not only 
the cost of building the south side of the 
loop on Van Buren street but also the ex- 
penses incurred with the property-owners 
on account of inconvenience, as that’ part 
of the enterprise will be abandoned. 

The masses of the people need these facil- 
ities and they will be the sufferers.

“ The tifical] representative of the 
Holy See promptly complied with my re- 
quest; — I am in a position to state 
that the tants in Peru, far from being 
restricted in the free exercise of their wor- 
ship, are rather accorded a larger degree of 
toleration than is compatible with a strict 
construction of the political constitution of 
these countries. This is evidenced by the 
fact that in Peru, and especially in the Cities 
of Lima and Callao, there are several An- 
glican and Methodist chapels where weekly 
‘conferences are held. As to the solemniza- 
tion of marriages, the delegate informs me 
that, whilst the constitution of Peru recog- 
nizes no other form [as valid] than that pre- 
s¢ribed by the Council of Trent, Protestants 
do, as a matter of fact, wed with religious 
ceremony in presence of their ministers and 
civilly before the.Consuls and Ambassadors 
of their respective countries. . 

“The same condition of things relative 
to marriage exists in Bolivia and Ecuador, 
where the exercise of religious worship is 
regulated by special constitutional enact- 
ments, with which, however, the Holy See 
cannot interfere. 

Having in due time received from your 
Eminence the representations of the Rev. 
John Lee I deem it opportune to communi- 
cate to you the results of my inquiries so that 
you may, according to your judgment, trans- 
mit them to the reverend gentleman. 

“IT am pleased to renew to you the sense of 
profound reverence, humbly kissing your 
hand, and I honor myself, reaffirm myself 
your Eminence’s most humble, devoted, and

WOMEN KIDNAP MAYOR OF A CITY. 


Keep Him a Prisoner Until He Agrees 
to Co-operate in Reforma. 

St. Joseph, Mich., April 27.—[{Special.}— 

Forty women, leading members of local 
clubs and church societies, have made a 
captive of Mayor John V. Sterr. They 
caught him on the street and, dragging him 
into a private residence, demanded that he 
cobperate with them in a movement of re- 
form, 
The women cried that the laws were not 
being enforced; that the sale of cigarets was 
carried on with impunity; that young girls 
were being enticed away; and that the saloon 
regulations were loose, and boys of all ages 
were given liquor upon asking. 

For two hours the Mayor was kept a pris- 
oner, and not until he promised to submit 
the matter to the executive department of 
the city was he permitted to escape. 

The women demanded the adoption of a 
curfew bell, 2 the ringing of which chil- 
dren of certain ages must retire from the 
streets. 

The city is considerably torn up over the 
determined stand taken by the women, and 
the effect of their interview with the Mayor 
is freely discussed.

stand. Their consternation would be indeed 
great if, on arrival at a house, they were 
met by a request to hold forth upon some 
unfamiliar or abstruse question. Spon- 
taneity is surely the greatest charm of so- 
cial intercourse; its loss would more than 
balance the advantage gained by turning 
one’s “at home” days into meetings of a 
debating society. Besides, is it certain that 
conversation is a lost art amongst us? 
No one who enters a crowded room is likely 
to find people languishing for want of things 
to talk about. 


DISCUSS FUNCTIONS OF EDUCATION 


Schoaj of Social Economics of Chicago 
Commons Is Formally Opened 
at Assembly Hall. 


The spring session of the School of Social 
Economics of Chicago Commons apened yes- 
terday in Assembly Hall, No. 140 North 
Union street. There was a large attend- 
ance. The session includes lectures twice 
daily during the present week, excepting 
Saturday. The general subject of discussion 
is The Social Function of Education.“ 

At the morning session yesterday the Con- 
gregational Ministers’ Union was present by 
invitation and listened to an address by the 
Rev. J. B. Silcox, pastor of the Leavitt Street 
Church, on Relation of Our Church to Our 
Schools.“ Mr. Silcox believed the school had 
a function separate from the church and 
one the church was incapable of perform- 
ing. It was to prepare for the present, not 
the future. He believed it to beas irrelevant 
for the school to teach réligion as for an 
artist to teach medicine. 

Assistant Superintendent of Public Schools 
Leslie Lewis spoke on The Claim of the 
Public School on the People.“ He believed 
the public school had taught the unity of 
language, religious tolerance, the abolition 
of caste of wealth and color, and obedience. 

In the afternoon President George A. 
Gates, D. D., of Iowa College read a paper 
on Education for the Kingdom of God.“ 
He contended education in the broadest 
sense meant to make the most and best of 
human life. He said: “I don’t believe God 
would be a bit jealous if we tried to make a 
little heaven right here and now.”

Senator Chapman lives in the western part 
of Central Illinois, and many of his friends 
feel kindly toward Needles, because so soon 
as it is demonstrated that Needles will win 
Northcott’s chances will not be 80 good. 
Ross of La Salle is hampered by the fact that 
his county has a candidate for State Treas- 
urer. 


Northcott Has a Shade the Best of It. 


All three of these candidates are hoping to 
get strength out of Cook. Ross is a very 
nme speaker and a practical coal miner. He 


is not a coal operator, but a miner, one of 
the men who go down shaft and work with 
a pickax.

A good y of the men from Northern 
Illinois are seriously contemplating the ad- 
visability of throwing this office to Rose, 
who comes from a little county way down 
on the Ohio River, which has not hada 
representation on.the State ticket within 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant. The 
growth of the Republican party in Egypt 
during the last ten years has been phenome- 
nal, and Rose is one of the men who assisted 
materially in achieving this success. 

Pearson and Rankin live in adjoining 
counties and naturally cut into each other's 
strength. Pearson, who was Secretary of 
State four years and was renominated four 
years later and beaten, will get a pretty 
good vote out of Cook County, but Rankin 
divides with him the section of the country 
to which he would be entitled if he were the 
only candidate. 

Reeves will have Macon County and prob- 
ably the support of this Congressional! dis- 
trict. He is one of the best campaigners in 
the lot, and some people express the opin- 
ion that the fight at the finish will be be- 
tween Reeves and Rose. 

Carries a Lot of Patronage. 


Four or five ballots will be required to set- 
tle this one, because it is a pretty big, impor- 
tant office and carries with it quite a lot of 

tronage. Under recent acts of the Legis- 

ture the office earns $100,000 or $150,000 a 
year over and above its expenses. This is 
owing to the great increase in fees charged 
incorporations fér filing their papers in the 
office of the Secretary of State. 

No matter what becomes of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governorship it will be well to keep an 
eye on Rose. This hint is not given with a 
view of disparaging the strength of any 
other candidate for the Secretaryship. Rose 
is a worker and a plodder and is likely to 
show up with more votes on the first ballot 
than one would give him credit for having.

CONVENTION HALL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Plans for Seating the Delegates and 
Other Matters. 

Springfield, III., April 27.—[(Special.]—Cook 
County has been treated with a proper re- 
gard for the importance of its delegation in 
the seating arrangements of the convention. 
The delegates from the First, Second, Third, 
Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Congressional Dis- 
tricts have the right half of the main sec- 
tion of the floor directly in front of the plat- 
form. The temporary and permanent Chair- 
men would have to crane their necks to 
avoid seeing the statesmen who will rise in 
their seats in this part of the hall to claim 
recognition, and as the Chicago delegates 
hope to have Chairmen who will be more 
than willing to accord them their rights, 
they will be doubly provided for. 

The Fourth District has not fared so well 
in the arrangement, its delegates having the 
front rows of seats in the section to the right 
of the chair, but they are so near the plat- 
form that with ordinary lung power they 
can reach the ear of an accommodating 
Chairman and induce him to turn a few de- 
grees to the left. : 

Charles Garrard, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, claims the credit of 
looking kindly after Cook County.

Description of the Building. 

The Dome Building of the State Fair 
grounds, in which the convention will be 
held, merits its distinctive name. From a 
very short distance nothing but dome is vis- 
ible. As the delegates approach close to its 
shadow they will see that the dome does fot 
stand alone, but rests upon four funny little 
corner pieces like shooting boxes. The ar- 
chitectural effect would be more pleasing if 
there were a little less dome or a great, deal 
more pedestal, but there is room enough 
under the overgrown dome for 10,000 people, 


and that is the main object. 


The building : so compact that the farthest 
seat from the platform is in easy hearing 
distance, and a number of delegates. who 
have pieces they hope to speak went out to 
the building today to see how hard they 
would have to holler te catch the ear of 
the Chairman. A whisper is audible from 
one point of the hall to another, but a loud 
tone is doubled and redoubled by echoes and 
unless the orators succeed in talking in a 
minor key there is going to be confusion. The 
State Fair people claim that when the build- 
ing is full the echoes will not be so unpleas- 
antly noticeable. 

Everything is in readiness today for the 
convention, even to the stringing of several 
dozen press wires, except the placing of tar- 
paulins on the sunny side of the great glass 
dome to keep out the heat. It expected 
that when the McKinley boom and the 
forces of the anti-instructions faction come 
together it will be quite hot enough in the 
hall without any assistance from the sun, 
which is promising to do some of its hottest 
convention work.

It will be wise for 
delegates who wish to be at the big dome in 
time to start about two hours in advance, 
as the rush is likely to swamp the transpor- 
tation accommodations. 


CONTEST TO COME OVER PROXIES. 


Anti-McKinley Men Insist Delegations 
Should Vote on Vacancies. 

Springfield, Ill., April 27.—{Special.]—There 
is a possibility that the first fight of the con- 
vention will be over the question of allowing 
delegates who do not choose to attend in 
person to name their own substitutes: Cham- 
pions of McKinley have been active in secur- 
ing proxies, and it has been claimed serious 
inroads have been made in the strength of 
the machine in Cook County in this manner. 
Some disquietude was occasioned to the Mc- 
Kinley managers during the day by the 
rumor that an attempt would be made to 
enforce a rule said to have obtained in pre- 
vious conventions of permitting delegations 
to fill their own vacancies without regard to 
the wishes of the absentees. Such a pro- 
ceeding would make the tedious work of 
gathering a large and elegant collection of 
proxies a case of love's labor lost, and the 
McKinley men set about finding out the pro- 
gram of the other side at once, but had little 
success. 

The machine men, through the control of 
the committeee, have the best of the posi- 
tion until the convention is called to order 
and the temporary organization effected, 
and they are not announcing a program. 
This worries the McKinley men, who are 
frank in their declarations and don’t see 
why all political wire-pulling should not be 
done in the open. No actual move has been 
made except in an effort of the men opposed 
to instructions to find out just how many 
proxies the other side has got hold of and 
to use all the pressure possible to get the 
delegates to come to Springfield themselves. 

The announcement that Buck McCarthy 
had secured proxies from four of the six 
delegates of the Twenty-ninth Ward and 
proposed to use the votes thus obtained to 
the discomfiture of the county machine 
crowd had the effect of keeping the wires 
hot between Springfield and the Stock-Yards 
until reassuring messages were received 
from Billy Webb, the head of the county fac- 
tion in that ward. Webb wired that the re- 

ort was a mistake and that if it were true 

e would bring the delegates themselves, 
so the proxies would go for nothing. Oneof 
the delegates said to have given a proxy ar- 
rived on one of the afternoon trains, and it 
is now claimed not more than one of the six 
delegates—Tim Hogan—would vote for Mc- 
Kinley instructions. 

C. U. Gordon of the McKinley brigade did 
not believe any attempt would be made to 
deprive men holding proxies of the right to 
seats on the floor. 

“That might cut both ways,” he said, 
“for a good many of the leaders of the fac- 
tion opposed to McKinley are here only by 
virtue of proxies. I don’t know what the 
custom has been. Certainly if delegates are 


not here and not represented it would be the- 


right of the respective delegations to fill the 
vacancies, but if a delegate gives a proxy 
it is a question whether there is a vacancy. 

The question will probably be raised, how- 
ever. In some State conventions, it is 
claimed, vacancies have not been formally 
filled, but members of the respective delega- 
tions present have been allowed to cast their 
full voting strength. 

The Committee on Credentials may take a 
hand in the matter and recommerd thet 
proxies be not recognized. If the point is 
raised it will lead to the first contest of 
strength between the factions, and the rerult 
will determine whether or not the convention 
will instruct the delegates-at-large to the 
national convention. 


SILVER CROSS IN NEW QUARTERS. 


Working Girls’ Club Moves to the Mo- 
non Building. 

The Silver Cross club indulged in “ moving 
day” yesterday. Its belongings were cart- 
ed from the Owings Building to the Monon 
Building, where more commodious quarters 
have been secured for the- serving of noon- 
day lunches to working girls. 

Today the girls will have to eat a cold 
collation, but they are expectantly looking 
forward to the formal opening later on and 
the inauguration of monthly receptions and 
new study classes in the autumn. 

The Silver Cross club started eight months 
ago on the semi-philanthropic basis of serv- 
ing appetizing bles to working girls, the 
scale of prices running from five cents for 
soup to one cent for cheese. The member- 
ship of 250 necessitated more room, and 
this was secured in the Monon Building. 
The apartment has a cozy library and read- 
ing-room and all the accessories that make 
these lunch-rooms so popular.

portion of the Republican organization in 
the State. Delegates were appointed from 
each county and the State Central committee 


consisted of one member from each Con- 


gressional district and their organization in 
every way was patterned after the regular 
State organization of the party. 

They have held conventions in each coun- 
ty, and will have in their convention tomor- 
row over 150 regularly elected delegates. 

The women of the league insist that since 
they were organized by the State Central 
committee the convention cannot, or will 
not, fail to keep the agreement made two 
years ago. 

Mra. Springer States Her Position. 

Mrs. Elmira B. Springer, who is making 
the fight against the woman’s convention, 
declared again today that she would not go 
into the convention tomorrow. Mrs. Spring- 
er declared that the Women's League has 
again and again spoken for non-partisan- 
ship for women fm politics, while the Cook 
County Women’s Republican League, of 
which she is Chairman, has carried on a vig- 
orous, aggressive fight on strict party lines 
for over a year and a half.. She will claim 
recognition because of uncompromising fidel- 
ity to the party and active campaign work. 

Her supporters claim that the Women’s 
League is made up of representatives of lit- 
erary societies instead of party organiza- 
tions. Her name will be presented to the 
convention by President Daniel Healy. The 
fight is becoming a bitter one, and already 
one side has called the other nasty,“ and 
the other side retaliates by saying their op- 
ponents are mean.“ 

The campaign between the two factions 
opened early this morning. The Springer 
people had the whole field until noon, as 
none of the delegates arrived until 2 o’clock. 
Mrs. Springer, her field marshal, Mrs. Frank 
Hubbard, and Mrs. Hannah W. Crane and 
Mrs. L. Marie Lynn arrived Sunday evening, 
and before the delegates to the Wednesday’s 
convention were out of bed they had Room 
23 gay with bunting and the door plastered 
with cards containing notices of Mrs. Spring- 
er’s candidacy. 

Early Presentation of Claims. 

Before breakfast had fairly begun Mrs. 
Springer and her friends had received one 
or two early delegations, and earnestly 
presented their claims. The room occupied 
by Mrs.. Springer was one belonging to the 
suite engaged by Senator Cullom. Neither 
of the women factions had thought to pro- 
vide themselves with headquarters, and Mrs. 
Springer was much disappointed, upon ar- 
riving, to find that she would have to hold 
court and present her claims in the corri- 
dor or on the stairs. Finally, Mrs. Springer 
succeeded in persuading the managers of 
„% the man who looks like Lincoln “ and had 
two rooms; that she bore a slight resem- 
blance to Mrs. Lincoln and was entitled 
to one of the rooms. 

Mr. Cullom’s friends gracefully yielded, 
and soon room No. 23 was adorned with 
flags and delegates. 

The first delegates to the Woman's conven- 
tion to arrive were Mrs. A. D. Cadwallader 
and Mrs. L. L. Morrison, from Menard 
County. With them were Mrs. S. A. Foley, 
Mrs. J. W. Collins, Mrs. E. S. Hunting, and 
Mrs. E. N. Pegraw of Lincoln, who are 
staunch supporters of Mrs. Lutz. Mrs. Fan- 
nie M. Worthington of Sterling and Mrs. 
H. K. Harwood of Decatur, the Chairman 
of the Seventeenth District, were the next 
to arrive, and other delegates came in stead- 
ily on all evening trains. 

The Chicago delegation will arrive tomor- 
row morning. The convention of the women 
tomorrow will be held in the State House at 
10 o’clock. Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck will call 
the convention to order, and Mrs. Mary 
Plummer will be Secretary. These officers 
will probably be the permanent officers of 
the convention. 

„ To Ask Committee Indorsement. 

After the permanent organization is per- 
fected and the School Trustee nominated the 
members of the State Central committee will 
be named. A committee will, be appointed 
to go before the convention Wednesday and 
present the result of the woman's conven- 
tion. 

At a caucus of the women held in the Le- 
land Hotel tonight it was decided to have 
resolutions presented to the convention on 
Wednesday asking that the action of the 
State Central committee of two years ago in 
regard to the organization of the Woman's 
League be indorsed. They hope by this 
method to prevent the nomination of Mrs. 
Springer. 

There is Hable to be a big fight between 
the Cook County faction and the country 
delegates in spite of the declaration of Mrs.

a Prevent Disadvantage to Any. 

Springfield, III., April 27.—{Special.}—Six 
thousand tickets of admission to the conven- 
tion hall are ready for distribution. They 
were turned over to a subcommittée of the 
State Central committee by the local man- 
agement tonight. They will be distributed 
tomorrow. Each delegate is to have three. 
Each candidate will receive as many as he 
wants. All that are left after the delegates 
and candidates have been supplied will be 
given out by the members of the Central 
committee to party leaders in the various 
districts. 

It is estimated that the hall will seat a few 
hundred more than this number. 

Inquiry among those most directly con- 
cerned indicated that the arrangement for 
distribution is satisfactory. 

No delegate will have an advantage over 
another. 

All the candidates are to be placed on an 

ual footing. 

he delegates number 1,335. 

They can have the privilege of getting 
8,675 of their personal friends into the hall. 

The delegates’ seats. are ut in by wire 
screens. ; 

Immediately back of them and inside this 
screen are seats for 200 alternates. 

The subcommittee thinks there will be 
about that many here. 

Directly back of the delegates and alter- 
nates are 1,400 seats for spectators. 

This space has been allotted to the candi- 
dates for their friends. 

The remaining quota of tickets will then 
be given out by members of the Central com- 
mittee to prominent politicians. 

Se it will be seen there is no likelihood of 
the great Dome Building being packed by 
shouters for any particular aspirant to 
office. If it transpires that there are as 
many McKinley delegates in the conventien 
as the managers of this Presidential favor- 
ite say, they may have a slight advantage 
over their opponents in the matter of a 
crowd. This subcommittee of the State 
Central committee is composed of Dan 
Hogan, G., W. Patton, and Dr. W. F. Cal- 
houn. They had their meeting with the local 
people, who have up to this time had these 
preparations in hand, and the whole busi- 
ness was transferred to their manager. 

The subcommittee was informed also that 
there would be no liquor sold, not alone in 
the convention building, but on the fair 
grounds, as well.

The inaugural feature of the day’s pro- 
gram was, perhaps, to the old soldiers one 
of the most interesting. At half-past 8 
o’clock occurrred the ceremonies incident to 
placing in position the historic cannon re- 
cently presented to Galena by the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 


Securing the Cannon. 
Three weeks ago the attention of Messrs. 


T. J. Bermingham and E. W. Montgomery 


was by County Treasurer Whitt directed to 
the fact that this historic relic was at the 
arsenal at Rock Island. The above-named 
gentlemen at once entered into communica- 
tion with Congressman R. R. Hitt offering 
to bear all expense incurred if the relic could 
be secured as a permanent feature for Grant 
Park. 

Mr. Hitt’s efforts resulted favorably, and 
today Galena became the possessor of the 
cannon, which was captured on March 3, 


1865, at Cheraw, S. C., by the troops of the 


Seventeenth Army Corps, of which the For- 
ty-fifth Illinois (organized in Jo Daviess and 
Lee Counties) formed a part in the course of 
Sherman's march to the sea. 

The ceremonies were brief, Mr. Berming- 
ham stating briefly the course pursued to ob- 
tain the cannon and presenting it to the 
park, the Hon. R. Barrett accepting the gift 
on behalf of the Park Commissioners. The 
little daughter of Mr. Montgomery with- 
drew the wrappings and the inscriptions 
could be read: 

Presented to the sovereign State of South 
Carolina by citizens residing abroad in com- 
memoration of the 20th of mber, 1800.“ 

Mr. White, a veteran of the Forty-fifth, 
told the story of the capture of the gun and 
how. it was used thereafter until the close of 
the war in defending the Union against the 
former owners of the cannon. 

At 10 o’clock the reunion of the Twelfth 
Regiment, Illinois Volunteers, took place in 
the court-house in the room made historic 
by the memorable war meeting held there 
thirty-five years ago, when Gen. Grant pre- 
sided and when Company F of the Twelfth 
was organized. The room was decorated 
with the colors so déar to every loyal citizen 
of the United States. Opposite the entrance 
was the inscription: “ Welcome Gallants 
of the Twelfth,“ and below Only a Few of 
Us,” told a history of the 1,675 men who from 
1861 to 1865 joined the Twelfth. 


Gen. MeArthur’s Address. 

Gen. John McArthur, the first Colonel 
of the regiment, made a brief introductory 
address as follows: 

“ Thirty-five years ago today the com- 
panies comprising the Twelfth Illinois In- 
fantry were encamped in Camp Yates, at 
Springfield, anxiously waiting to be mus- 
tered into the service of the United States. 
Nearly double the number of men, assigned 
as the quota of IWinois, had nded to the 
call of President Lincoln. This fact, together 
with the report that the officers of our gov- 
ernment at Washington had calculated 
that 75,000 men for ninety days would he 
sufficient to put down the rebellion, made 
everyone fearful lest he should be one of 
the unfortunate ones to stay at home and 
not be granted the opportunity to exhaust 
the patriotic ardor with which each and 
every one was bubbling over. On the 2d 
day of May, 1861, the ten companies required 
to fill up the last of the six regiments had 
been mustered in. This gave the number 
twelve to our regiment. The company of- 
ficers immediately met and elected their 
field officers, to which I had the honor of 
being elected Colonel by the casting vote of 
the then Capt. Chetlain, while he, Chetlafn, 
was honored with the Lieutenant-Colonelcy, 
and Capt. W. D. Williams of the Rock 
Island company was elected Major. In 
consequence of the political pressure on Gov. 
Yates the companies were selected from all 
parts df the State, so that each section 
should have a fair representation in the 
patriotic work of saving the government, 
and prevent the dismemberment of the 
States that had been cemented by the blood 
of our revolutionary forefathers. About 
three years ago the members of the old 
Twelfth then residing in Chicago were in- 
vited by Capt. Joseph Kirkland of Company 
C (who had served during the entire war on 
the staff of Gen. McClellan and his suc- 
cessors) to a meeting, to discuss the ques- 
tion of having a regimental reunion. At 
that meeting I was honored with the posi- 
tion of President, and Lieut. James B. John- 
ston of Company A was elected secretary 
of the temporary organization, the outcome 
of which meeting has brought us together 
today.“ 

Capt. William Rippin on behalf of the 
Mayor of Galena welcomed the veterans, 
Col. Van Sellars of Paris responding. Gen. 
Chetlain's address told the story of those 
days in Galena from the hour of the news 
of the firing on Sumter, until the companies 
began to leave for Springfield to join the 
forces there. Among other things he said: 

Reminiscences by Gen. Chetlain. 
The overt act of treason by the Southern 
Confederacy was the firing on Fort Sum- 
ter and was a declaration of war. It caused 
intense excitement throughout the North, 
President Lincoln at once issued a procla- 
mation calling for 75,000 volunteers. The 
loyal citizens of Galena shared the general 
excitement and resolved to act promptly 
in response to the President's call for vol- 
unteers. A meeting of its citizens was held 
in the court-house on the evening of the 16th 
ef April to discuss the situation and the feas- 
ibility of raising at once one or more com- 
panies of volunteers to aid in the suppres- 
gion of the rebellion. Capt. U. 8. Grant, 
formerly of the United States army, who 
had been a resident of Galena for eightecn 
months, was at the suggestion of the Hon. 
E. B. Washburne elected Chairman of the 
meeting. Upon taking the chair he briefly, 
with some evident embarrassment, stated 
the objeet of the meeting. Earnest and elo- 
quent appeals to the patriotism of the audl- 
ence were made by E. B. Washburne and 
John A. Rawlins. The speaker followed in 
a brief address, offering to enlist for the war. 
When volunteers were called for he headed 
the list, and was followed by Wallace Cam 
bell, J. Bates Dickson, Nicholas Roth, C. 
H. Miller, and some twenty-five others, 
These enlistments proved to be the first in 
the Northwest outside of the City of Chi- 
cago. A meeting of citizens at Hanover 
the evening of the 19th was addressed by 
Capt. Grant and Rawlins. Some twelve men 
were obtained. Capt. Grant told me 
afterwards that his: Hanover speech was 
the first one he had ever made. Rawlins

CANADA ARMING HERSELF AGAINST THE 
UNITED STATES. 

One of the last acts of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, just prior to the adjournment of 
Parliament, was the borrowing of $3,000,- 
000 for thé defense of Canada. Of this 
amount $1,844,000 was expended upon con- 
tracts for 40,000 Lee-Enfield rifles and 
other arms of the modern style. The most 
significant feature of this transaction is the 
fact that it was carried out without con- 
sulting Parliament, thus indicating urgency. 
The purchases were made at the instigation 
of the British War Office and Gen. Wolse- 
ley and perfected by a confidential officer 
sent for that purpose. 

The transaction, in question shows that 
the English Government is resolved not to 
be caught napping. In spite of all reports 
that the Venezuelan question has passed the 
danger point, it argues that that govern- 
ment does not so regard it and is going to be 
ready for any possible emergency. ‘The 
obvious lesson of it all is that this govern- 
ment should be ready also. That it is not 
ready and that it is doing little or nothing 
to get in readiness goes. without saying. 
The Engtish Government has a formidable 
fleet of light-draft and powerfully armed 
gunboats ready to make their way into the 
great lakes at any time. We have no ves- 
sels to meet them and no fortifications to 


stop them, The cities on the great lakes 


Erie, Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, Duluth, 
Milwaukee, and Chicago—would be at the 


absolute mercy of Great Britain in case 


of war, and yet nothing has been done to 
protectthem. The contract for rifles argues 
at least a force of 40,000 infantry, armed 
with the best modern repeating rifles, We 
should be dependent upon militia armed 
with inferior weapons. Is this the part of 
wisdom or ordinary prudence? ;

written by the latter Feb. 21, 1878, over 
eighteen years ago, in which he said the in-

It is the habit of men who cannot refate 
arguments they dislike to taunt the man 
who makes them with having changed his 
opinions some time in his life on a question.

ing the Union. 

That a man does change his opinions 
when the facts and conditions change, or 
when he finds he was mistaken in his ideas, 
shows that he belongs to a civilized race 
and not a barbarous race. In China it is 
‘deemed sinful to change opinions, no matter 
about the facts or anything else. Hence 


petrified nation. There can be no progress 
where men never discard their errors or 
correct their views, and let their first im- 
pressions be as unalterable as the laws of 
the Medes and the Persians. Such persons 
are little better than savages. If Altgeld 
really thinks it is discreditable for Mr. Car- 
lisle to oppose free coinage now because he 


years ago, then Altgeld would make a good

When Mr. Carlisle wrote the letter Alt- 
geld quotes from there was an amazing de- 
gree of ignorance in this country on the 
subject of bimetallism on the old ratio. 
From 1861 to 1878 the United States had 
had no specie money of any kind in circula- 
tion. It had been doing business with fluct- 
uating legal tender notes. No special at- 
tention had been given to the fall in the 
price of silver between 1874 and 1878, as 


the decline was recent and but a few cents 


on the dollar. 

But as the day of resumption drew nigh 
it suddenly dawned upon the people that 
silver was not as valuable as it had been 
and was depreciating steadily. Then when 
they became aware of the fact that the 
new imperial coinage of the German Em- 
pire was gold and not silver; that France, 
Italy, Belgium, and Holland had stopped 
coining silver except to replace wornout 
coins; and that in 1873 Congress had sus- 
pended the coinage of the silver dollar, of 
which only a few had ever been coined, they 
jumped at the conclusion that there was 
conspiracy to prevent silver from being 
used as money any more. 

Then it was that Mr. Carlisle deprecated 
the permanent annihilation of one-half of 
the metallic money of the world,” 

Since then he and others who said the 
same thing have learned they were utterly 
mistaken. Some of them, like Mr. Carlisle, 
have had the honesty and candor to say so 
openly. Eighteen years later men like 
Altgeld have picked up the cast-off delu- 
sions of wiser men and are dribbling them 
out at retail. 

Mr. Carlisle has discovered that no silver 
money was “annihilated” between 1870 
and 1878, except that some old Prussian 


silver for German circulation. 
been no “annihilation” of silver since the 
“crime of 73,“ but in fact a duplication. 


against two billions in 1870. Moreover, 
half of that silver is in use in gold standard 
countries like France, Germany, and the 
United States, and is doing just as much 
commercial work as.if its intrinsic value 
were what it was in 1870. By limiting its 
coinage it has been kept from slumping to 
its bullion value. 

In the free coinage countries the two bill- 
ions of silver in use as the standard money | 
are doing only half that amount of work, 
because in several South American States, 
Mexico, Japan, China, and India silver 
coins exchange for gold and commodit- 
ies on the basis of their bullion value 
only, which is but half the money value of 
silver coins in gold standard countries. 

Having discovered in the course of eight- 
een years that he was mistaken in his sup- 
positions and that his fears were ground- 
less, Mr. Carlisle announces that be does 
not believe in free coinage and change of out 
standard to silver monometallism. There- 
upon Altgeld denounces him as a “ gold 
man” and in favor of the gold standard. 
Carlisle says he is for the gold rather than 
for the silver standard and the largest 
amount of silver that can be used with 
safety to the parity. His position is the 
antipodes of that assumed by Altgeld and 
his like. They are for the single silver 
standard, and that necessarily excludes 
gold. For they know that in the event of 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 all the gold would be excluded from 
circulation and would be “ annihilated ” as 
far as American currency is concerned, and 
thereby producing a contraction of 600 mill- 
ions to start with. 

Altgeld understands that, for he well 
knows there is not a free silver standard 
country in the world where any gold cir- 
culates. And he knows that if undervalued 
in the United States it would leave here just 
as it has done in all free silver countries. 

In the event of free coinage being adopted 
in this country Altgeld would continue to 
get: gold rents, for he has stipulated for 
them in his leases. But the workingmen 
would get only silver dollars, each worth 
50 cents.

Some of the cheerful spirits of the Sev- 
enth Regiment indulged in a merry frolic 
on Saturday night and an attempt has been 
made to magnify the incident into a riot. 
This is an unwarranted aspersion on the 
dignity of the citizen soldiers. The fact 
that a riot call was sent in to the police 
and that a wagonload of bluecoats ap- 
peared at the armory in response is delusive 
evidence and happened simply because some 


‘one lost his head. 


One report credits the distinction to Sergt. 
Cheddick, another to the regimental 
nrmorer, but the personality is not ma- 
terial in a case where only the principle is 
involved. It was the climax of a social 
gathering. A private in Company K shouted 
“Hurrah for Capt. McAdam,” another 
shout arose for Capt. McGraw, and these 
are the only tangible facts at hand, It is 
not denied that the rival shouts acted like 
slogans of war and that the members of 
the two companies were found in hopeless 
confusion all over the armory and that they 
were extricated from around each other 
with some difficulty. 

But what of that? Are they not soldiers 
trained in the art of war and are they not 
expected to give exhibitions of their pro- 
ficiency from time to time? And if in 
mimic battle their efforts are so realistic 
that some Sergeant, or armorer, or any other 
man becomes so enthusiastic as to lose his 
head and send in a riot call, is it not to their 
credit that they have learned the art of 
war so well as to deceive even these ex- 
perts? It is a hopeful sign that in these 
days when rumors of war are thick ‘some 
patriots among our citizens are getting in 
readiness for a possible call to a sterner 


duty. 


GEN. GRANT’S BIRTHDAY. 

Yesterday the anniversary of Gen. 
Grant's birthday was fittingly celebrated at 
Galena, his old home. Business was sus- 
pended and large crowds of people from 
Illinois and Iowa were in attendance. 
There was a parade of citizens, municipal 
officials, Grand Army and civic associations 
of various kinds, and a meeting in the after- 
noon, which was eloquently addressed by 
Gen. John C. Black, and afterwards a re- 
union of the survivors of the old Twelfth 
lilinois Regiment. 

It was seventy-four years ago that Gen. 
Grant was born. The details of his life 
are well known. The achievements of his 
later life have become an honorable and 
glorious part of American history. It is 
umnecessary to repeat them. The Amer- 
ican people show their love and gratitude 
for him by making the anniversary of his 
birthday an occasion for annual commem- 
oration like those of Washington and Lin- 
coln. It was peculiarly fitting that the 
chief Illinois celebration should be held at 
Galena, the scene of his early struggles, in 
the midst of old friends and neighbors, but 
all over the country tributes were paid to his 
memory—to his unimpeachable integrity, 
his personal simplicity, his indomitable 
courage and perseverance, and his exalted 
patriotism. So may it be in all the coming

Bermuda onions in bushel boxes sold in 
South Water street yesterday at $1.25, and 
the retafl price was 35 to 45 cents a peck. 
There is a scarcity of these onions at the 
seaboard, and higher prices are anticipated. 

The low price at which pieplant has been 
selling cut down the receipts materially, but 
the supply in the market is still ample, and 
the wholesale price from 35 cents to 45 cents 
for fifty pounds. 

Michigan green onions were in light sup- 
ply and prices advanced slightly. Ten dosen 
crates sold wholesale at 35 cents to 50 cents 
and retailed at 5 cents to 8 cents a dosen 
bunches generally. 

Oyster plant was offered in South Water 
street at 40 cents a dozen, but the grocers 
reported a slow sale. The retail price was 
from 5 cents to 6 cents a bunch. 

Sound, nice strawberries sold in large 
quantities at $3.50 to $4 a twenty-four-quart 
case, and retailed at 18 cents to 22 cents a 
quart. Many grocers loaded up with berries 
at much lower figures, as thre was an 
abundance of poor crates on sale. Comimis- 
sion men made a price as low as 75 cents 
and $1 for twenty-four-pint cases from 
Louisiana. This made the cost of pint boxes 
to the grocer not over 4 cents a box in some 
cases, but Only a few were making a retail 
price below 10 cents. 

Tennessee is beginning to send up straw- 
berries, but they were quite sandy and sold 
from $4.50 down to $3 a case of twenty-four 
quarts. Choice Durant berries sold in the 
afternoon from $3.50 to $4 for twenty-four 
quarts.

To bring about mutual improvements and 
reforms in business methods. 

To affiliate with other organizations, where 
it is thought such affiliation will serve the 


best interests of the association. 
To establish closer ties of business asso- 


ciation. 

Local associations of credit men exist in 
New York, New Orleans, Memphis, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and in 
other cities, and the movement has assumed 
national importance.
